ple : we want you that was all our Comfort, but are ſure of Diſtreſs to. 
Everlaſting trouble. Ik then you either love your ſelf, oz pitty us, 
frame a Heart to this Impꝛeſſion, and leave not us to further fear and 


When the Noble Lozd had thus appꝛehended the Petition of his lo⸗ 
ving Subjects, he reſolved to Anlwer them as Gzatiouſly as they had 
Pꝛopounded the Buſineſs with regard of Duty, and ſo replned, My 
Deareſt Friends, vou habe urged me to a matter, in which as vet, ' 
habe been a meer ſtranger : fa in Nature J delight in Aberty, andmy -

ſame ; fo2 J am reſolved, if any god come foꝛ Man's contentment by 
Marriage, it is from God, to whom J ſubmit this cauſe, and pꝛay ko; 
tn gap ſucceſs of your Wiſhes, that J may live to maintain your

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Peate as well as my own Pleaſere : andlok wherein my contentment, 
ſhall enlarge mine Honour, your Welfare ſhall be reſpeſted above my 
Life ; ſo that (belicve it) J will ſatisfie your demands, and apply uw 
ſelf to the purpoſe. Only one thing J requeſt at your hands, to take in 
wth my choice ; and neither inſult if ſhebe a Pꝛincels of greatneſs, noz 
repine if ſpe be ot mean eſtate: but love her becauſe I have loved you, any 
regard her how de ver, in that ſhe is ny, Mike: neither being cyrfous 
no» inquiſitive whom J will.chuſe, noz diſaffected when it ig paſt remedy,” 

aUhen the Company had heard him out, and found him dd willing 
to their ſatisfaction, they give him thanks with one Heart fo2 his kind 
Admiſſion , and anſwered with one Tongue, he ſpould not find them 
Kepugnant 3 but they would Hongur his Wife ag the Pzinceſs of the 
Mold. Thus did this new repozt (like a Meſlenger of glay'rydingg) 
fill alt the Country with Joy, and the Palace with Delight, when they 
underſtod their Loꝛd would Marry: and in a manner heard the time 
appointed; fo2 pꝛeſently it was P2oclaimed thzouTh the Country, and 
a day alſigned fo all comers to tome to the Court. The Nobles pꝛe⸗ 
pared themſelves in the beſt manner, the Ladys pared no toſt, either fay 
Oznaments of their Bodys, oz ſetting dut their Beautyg; the Gen⸗ 
try flocked to pleaſe their Lozd, and were bzave to ſet out their own 
greatneſs ; the Citizens were Rich in their neatneſs, and handſome in 
their Attire :the Dfficers. were Fozmal in their ſhows,and Sumptuous

The Poz Old Man was lo aſtoniſhed, that he 
could not lok fo? tears, noꝛ ſpzak a wowd fo2 joy; but when the ertaſte 
had end, he thus faintly replyed, My Ezatious Soveraign, you are my 
Low, and therefoze J muſt accoꝛd to youa will; bit you are Generous, 
and therefoze J pzeſuume on Uextue : take her a God's Name, and make 
me a glad Father, and let that God, which raiſeth the humble and meek, 
make her a befiting Wife, and fruitful Mother. UWhy then, quoth the

kW Ttis is ſufficienc, anlwered the great Lozd, and ſo moſt lobi 

te tok her by the hand, and bzought her to the Company, even befoze a 
dis Pers and great Ladys, and told them ſhe ſhould be his lite: fo 
that wherein they ertended their Love, Reverence, and Obedience to- 
wards her, he would exemplific his Regard, Care, and Diligence toward 
them. And becauſe outward ſhews do ſometimes grace kefitring actiong 
(leſt her Poverty and Baſenels might too much daunt their cxpettation, 
and ſem di gratious to their nobleneſs) he Commonded them with a

all quarters to le her, and to be beholding to their own ſedgmentg:

The Lady hearing this ſozrowful Pzeainble, and appꝛehending the 
MParqueſs's reſolution, to her grief (although every wozd might have

ly believed that her Daughter was flain) the Marqueſs till lay in. 
wait ld the Tryal of his Wife : watching every oppoztumity which 
might acquaint him with her dilcontments ; eſpccialty if he might un 
derſtand where ſhe complained of his Rigozouſneſs and unl i 1dneſs, oz 
no, but when he not only was advertiſed of her conſtancy and fair de- 
meanour, but ſaw (by experience) that ſhe was neither Elevared in 
P2oſperity, no2 Defected in Ad*#erfity : when he perceived. ſo great u 
te-1pcrature between the ſoy of her advancement, and the ſozrow foz her 
trouble, he wondered at her conſtancy, and the rather, betaule her 
Love and Obſervation toward him continued with ſuch ſweetneſs, 
and had fuch deleckable paſſages, that hes Heat was ſet on fire 
again, and he knew not how to allay th? ertremeties of his for. 
In this manner paſſed four years, wherein ſhe oder · paſſed all ol 
her kind; and he thoughr it a Danatibe from Heaven to have

all other enfoxcefiients which mighteither excute a Mcſſcnger, 02 make 
the Mellage it (elf without blame. What ſhould J enlarge a diſcourſe 
of a Terro2 ? It is a tourteũe to conclude a miſchief with quickneſs : 
he was not ſo ſudden in his demand, as ſhe was ready in her diſpatch ; 
Fo! the preſently bleſſed the Child, killed it, adozned it, and delivered 
it to the Erecutioner : only with the ſame enfozcement ſhe pleaded as 
ſhe had ſpoken of in the behalf of her Daughter: not ts ſe it periſh fo2 
want of a Burſal, oz devoured fo2 want of a Gave.

Theſe things tius dilpoſed and handſomely carried, the Ma: q cds 
tok an oppoxtumity thus to ſpeak to the di conſolate Griſlel, befo:e all 
bis People: In times paſt, J conlels you deſerved my Lobe, and not⸗ 
withſtanding the diſparity betwen us, J thought it well beſtowed up- 
on you; nay, J cannot now impute any ill deſert unto you { notwith⸗ 
ſanding, fo2 ſome reaſon to my (elf beſt known, J am reſolved to take 
enother Uite.; who as you hear, is on the way hitherward already: 
therefoze, J would advile you to retire to your Father's Cottage, till 
you heat further from me. 

Alas, my Lozd, replyed the wert Soul, J ever diſputed the matter

Till this, he held out bzavely ; but Nature overcoming IKeſolution,

Bzide is ſhe , and this wanton her Bzother: thank this great Ladv 
(mY Siſter) £22 their bzinging up, and thig Man, (vou know him 
weil enough) koz his ſecreſie. Be not amazed at the matter, J have 
related a truth, and will conſipm it on my Honour: only fir down till 
the Dinner is done, and bid the Company welcome in this Pooꝛattire; 
$02 the Sun will break thzough lender Clouds, and Clertue ſhine in 
baſe array. J could much dilate the matter, bur it is tune ta end, leit 
the Cirtumſtances will never end. This device of the Marquelles, of 
Kiſſing her lo lovingly, and ſetting her down by him lo dilcrætly, did 
much good, Foz the Company had time to diſpute of the Miracle, 
and the Young Lady reaſon to pꝛepare her Obedience; which, no loon⸗ 
er was the Dinner finiſhed, but the as ſoon perkozmed; nothing 
thought upon, but joy at the matter, and wander at the accident: every 
one pleaſed to (cs ſuch a Unity of Goodneſs, and all. delighted to habe 
a bulinels ſo well concluded.
